add a guitar line that's pure Joy 
Division and an insanely catchy chorus

Norris: a gain in th® dignity 


of everyone 


Sex betveen gay men in the Republic of 
Ireland may be made legal vithin a year as 
a result of a .nev ruling on Irish lav by 
the European Court of Human Rights, The 
nineteenth century lavs, criminalising sex 
betveen men in the Republic vere finally 
brought crashing dovn vhen the European 
Court for Human Rights in Strasbourg ruled 
that they vere a violation of basic human 
rights, The judgement delivered at the 
end of October brought to an end a 14-year 
legal battle vhich had already been 
through Ireland's High Court and Supreme 
Court , 

The case vas brought by David Norris, 
(44), a university lecturer and outspoken 
gav rights campaigner since the early 
7<j's, Senator Norris, vas elected to the 
upper chamber of the Irish parliament, the 
Senate, early last year, as an openly gay 
independent candidate on a broad liberal 
platform, 

The Irish government has no option but 
to remove anfi-gay legislation, vhich is 
in fact the same lav vhich applied in 
Britain and Northern Ireland until it vas 
repealed there, David Norris's case vas 
sfrenthened by the fact that the European 
Court of Human Rights had already ruled 
against the same lavs, in the case of 
Northern Ireland, This appeal vas von by 
Jeff Dudgeon in 1981, and • the lavs 
applying to the North vere changed the 
folloving year, 

The Irish Government had argued in 
court that Senator Norris vas not a victim 
of the lavs in the same vay as Hr, 
Dudgeon, vho had been arrested, had his 
house searched and his private mail 
opened, But the Court ruled by an eight 
to six majority, that the very fact that 
.such lavs existed, vas an infringement of 
the right to privacy under Article 8 of 
the European Convention on Human Rights 
and Fundamental Freedoms, 

Senator Norris said that the phones at 
the national radio station "vere melting 
vith abuse from callers" folloving his 
many radio and TV intervievs last month, 

But he vas congratulated by nearly a)l his 
parlilamentarv *colleagues across party 
lines, Af his office, gay rights 
activists fod phone calls ranging from 
congratulations to death threats, as veil 
as deliveries of flovers from veil 
vishers.

Ten years ago this month 
Harvey Milk, out gay San 
Francisco City Supervisor 
(Councillor) was 

assassinated, life reproduce 
below the review of THE 
TIMES OF HARVEY MILK by 
Jack Babuscio that 
appeared in 6ay Times, 

For one brief year, from Hovember 
1377 to Noveaber 1378, Harvey Hill, 
ovner of a San Francisco caaera shop, 
vas the toast of California's lesbian 
and gay coaaunities, Elected to his 
cily^s Board of Supervisors, Hill had 
gained the distinction of being the 
first openly gay person elected to 
public office in the state, Vi thin 
less than a year he vas veil on his 
vay to becoaing a major political 
force in his Castro district - a 
liberal area vith a large proportion 
of lesbian and gays, 

Also appointed Supervisor in the 
saae '77 election vas Dan Vhite, a 
fireaan and former policeaan froa a 
deeply conservative, vorking-class 
district on the outer edge of the 
city, The tvo aen seeaed fated to 
be antagonists in the bitter struggle 
that quickly ensued over a Say Rights 
Bill and a state referendua 
(Proposition S) denying teaching jobs 
to gays and lesbians, The fight over 
both ' these issues vas bitter, but 
Hi Ik, a tireless caapaigner, 

successfully sponsored the foraer and 
turned certain victory for the latter 
into a stunning upset defeat, 

Shortly after these events, Dan 
Vhite, aho'had just resigned his seat 
in anger, illegally entered City Hall 
through an open vindov and, carrying 
a loaded revolver and ten extra 
rounds of aaaunition in his jacket 
pockets, assassinated Havor 6eorge 
Hoscone and Supervisor Harvey Hilk, 
Vhite vas later sentenced to eight 
years in prison, but served five - 
being released in 1384 a free nan, 

Set in San Francisco during the 
late 1370's, THE TIHES OF HARM HILK 
is a documentary portrait of the 
extraordinary rise to pover of the 
charismatic Hilk - sailor, Vail

remarkably balanced, intelligent 
vork, as veil as a deeply moving 
experience, Brilliantly intercutting 
Tv nevs footage vith intervievs vith 
Hilk's friends, constituents and 
political associates, the film 
skilfully manipulates its audience's' 
emotional responses, moving vievers 
from exhilaration and shock through 
sadness and catharsis vith (he 
candlelight procession mourning 
Hilk's death, 

It might be said vith some 
justice, that the film's 
construction, vhile aesthetically 
satisfying, lacks the radical edge it 
might have gained had it ended on a 

note of anger - vith the miscarriage 
of justice in the sentencing of Vhite 
on a manslaughter charge (reduced 
from murder on the grounds of 
diminished responsibility due to 
"depression brought on by a diet of 
junk food"), . Be that as it may, THE 
TIHES OF HARM HILK, vinner of an 
Oscar for Best Documentary of 1384, 
is a major vork - a compelling, 
passionate, emotionally potent movie 
vhich, as Director Richard 
Schmiechen has rightly said 'really 
involves vievers- it makes them feel

This month METRO i SOT intervievs Anne 
Phillips end Finky - vho had something 
to celebrate, Last month after nearly 
tiro year's of court urangling and a 
bitter dog fight Anne won the custody 
of her tvo children, Tom and Michael, 
despite custodv being contested by the 
father, They had invited me to a 
meal at their home on a large council 
estate in central Leicester to vork out 
an interviev but even the best laid 
plans can be throvn, 

I knocked, No answer, The house was 
in darkness, Could they have 
forgotten? no not then; it was too 
important, Something Bust have 
happened, Half an hour later 
headlights flashing and a screech of 
brakes announced the arrival of the 
occupants of 23 Hazel Grove, 

. Both are in their twenties, Anne 
works as the only woman street mason - 
laying paving stones for the City 
Council - but she's so slight I 
thought, oh well away with ay 
prejudices, Pinky is a qualified 
Youth and Community Worker fro# London, 
studying at a Northern college after 
being made redundant from her London 
job, 

As I waited for them to settle Ton in 
bed - Michael had been staying with 
relatives so we would be free to talk • 
I was reminded how tough single 
parenting can be, no one on hand to 
share the daily ups and downs with, 

But in a sense that's all in the past 
because the reason we were neeting was 
to celebrate in words Anne's victory at 
winning custody of 18-month old Ton and 
316 year old Michael, The court victory 
was still sweet in their minds but it 
could have-so easily turned sour, We 
were also celebrating the blossoming of 
Anne and Pinky's nine-month old 
relationship - it's past the honeymoon 
stage now and on a steady course with 
the usual ups and downs that most 
relationships face, gay or straight, 

As we settled down to our carry out 
and mugs of tea Anne set the scene the 
night before the court hearing, 

*1 was soaking in the bath and 
thinking what the hell should I wear 
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tor Court next 
stockings and 
feminine with a 


day, The dress, 
court shoes, look 
hint of makeup, but I 
hadn't any in the house!" She laughs, 
"I'd never seen Anne in a dress and 
as for make up,,," They both dissolved 
into helpless laughter, 

“Anyway we rooted out some court 
shoes - I decided against the Doc 
Martens and braces, a bit like overkill 
but I still couldn't decide whether to 
shave my legs or not" - 
"I couldn't see what difference that 
made" says Pinky, 

'Then I knew I wouldn't feel 
comfortable in all that stuff so 1 
settled for a white shirt and trousers 
and sports jacket, but definitely no 
pearls!", added Anne, 

" Ue were both tense the night before 
the hearing, Ann tried to explain to 
me what might happen, Ue discussed our 
relationship; 1 asked Ann if it was 
between me and the kids whom.would she 

chose and to my relief, she replied 
immediately “the kids", 

Pinky continues the story, "While 
all this was happening it was dawning 
on me that I might not even see the 
children again, Since I had been 
living with Ann I have got very close 
to both of them, especially Tom, who 
has grown up with me being around, I 
thought that if she loses the kids I'll 
lose them too, I thought I could lose 
my son, He really feels like my own 
son, Uhen the kias shout Mum we both 
turn round, Losing the kids frightened 
me". 

Anne: "The previous day my Uncle had 
seen my ex-husband and he had told him 
I was gay so I didn't know what to 
expect, although the rest of my family 
are fine about my sexual preference, 
I even thought that the kids could be 
taken straight from the nursery if I 
lost the case," 

She's now sitting curled up in the 
armchair drawing on a cigarette as she 
relives the unnerving experience, 
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"Ue decided that it would be best for 
Pinky to wait for me at the Womens 
Centre while I was at court with my 
support worker from Homestart, 

In court they never used the word 
'lesbian', I remember sitting frozen 
to the spot at the rapid delivery of 
the questions fired around my head, 

Unat kind of accommodation had I 
got? How many bedrooms? and then 'We 
believe you have a woman living with 
you', Too right I thought, 'And what 
is your relationship with this woman; 
'Flatmate' I replied, 'Yes, but what 
kind of relationship do you have with 
her?' 'What is the source of your 
income', When I told them I was a 
street mason with the City Council 
they gave me a gone-out look 
"So who cares for the children, your 
FLATmate", emphasising 'flatmate' 

sarcastically, I told them the 

workplace nursery cared for them, That 
went down well, 

On they went, Then came the big one, 
'There are two bedrooms where do the 
boys sleep? Is your FLATmate sleeping 
in this room? No, Why not?. 

"Because she is sleeping in my room", 
I said, And what accommodation have 
you in your room, I told them I had a 
single bed, (They could have gone to 
Michael at any time and he would have 
said Mummy ana Pinky sleep in the same 
bed, But they didnt, Pinky cuts in; 
"I would say to Michael 'take this 
nappy to Mummy's room or to 'my room' 
and he knows its the same room, How 
long do you intend to pursue this 
relationship with your flatmate? I said 
I didn't know, How long was she, Pinky 
going to be living with me, I didn't 
know that either, I realised that I 
still had the tell-tale wedding ring on 
finger, would the court pursue this? 
The Registrar's assistant looked at 
me as if 1 had come from Mars, she had 
obviously been looking at MNMv 
petition, 

They both admit they wouldn't like' 
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to relive that experience again, The 
food has settled and there's no 

stopping now, I wanted to know how 
they had net, 

"I left Leicester to join the wrens 
as an air engineer, had ny first 
relationship with a woman which lasted 
six months, Then had a breakdown and 
left the Forces, It was back to 

Leicester but at the back of my mind I 
felt I had to be Ms, Average and find a 
nan which is how I became involved with 
hark, 

When that ended I had very young 
children but still thought I must be 
bisexual, which didn't feel right to 
me, I'd had other platonic 
relationships with men, more like 
brotherly love I suppose, So then I 
went headfirst into another disasterous 
relationship which was sexually tense, 
I was still desperate to prove I was 
normal, It lasted six weeks followed 
by months of hassle, I realised I had 
used him from the start to find out 
whether I was a lesbian,

"Long time no see" I said, Ann 
wanted to go somewhere to confide in 
me, She was quite stressed having 
spent an anxious night at the hospital

into hoofing it home so Ann said I 
could stay the night at her house,

Karen gets pregnant, husband tells her to get rid 
of it, bhe has an abortion, comes home and finds

Consultations between Nottingham City Council and 
the Lesbian and Gay communities resumed in 
November after a break of eighteen months, 
Hassan Ahmed, Chair of the proposed Equal 
Opportunities Commitrtee which will be set up 
after next May's annual meeting, welcomed 
representatives of the local Lesbian and gay 
organisations to a meeting in the Council House, 
Ten councillors and a similar number of Lesbian 
and 6auy representatives were present, Cllr, 
Ahmed explained that the Equal Opportunities 
policy, scrapped after the change of political 
control last year, would be re-established, but 
in a more streamlined form, None of the 
previous sub-committee structure would be brought 
back; instead the City Council will have formal 
meetings with groups' representatives at least 
three times a year, and in between times, gay. and 
lesbian issues would be expected to be pursued 
within the council departments as an integral 
part of the policy. The groups raised a number 
of questions and tne next round of consultations 
takes place in Spring 1989,

Lesbian and gay Members of the town hall union 
NALGO held their annual meeting in Bradford last 
month, Over half the ISO delegates were women, 
plus a significant number of black lesbians and 
gav men, making this conference, the sixth of its 
kind, one of the' best attended, 

Delegates were urged <0 buy house and contents 
insurance from the Nalgo Insurance Association so 
that they could vote at its next AGN to overturn 
the anti-gay clause in its life policies, 

Delegates heard how senior officers of Ealing 
council had censored a cartoon due to have been 
published in a women's unit newsletter on the 
grounds that it could contravene section 28 of the 
local Government Act by encouraging open 
homosexual relations in public, Ealing s NALGO 
branch has condemned the decision as 
'discriminatory and unnecessary' 

'It's blatant self-censorship,' says Lawrence 
Buckley, the local group convenor, 'It is clear 
to the branch that the purpose of publishing it 
would have been to illustrate the discrimination 
faced by lesbians, That is not intentionally 
promoting homosexuality, The legislation has 
quite simply been interpreted incorrectly', he 

added, t , ,. 

Workshops and discussions included tackling 
racism, education, and challenging stereotypes, 
There were separate workshops Tor black members 
and those not working in local government.
